waa broken. Ina minute or two the window 
waa opaned, and the prisoner gat into the room. 

e was ‘about to strike a light, when Lavender, 
who isa strong, active young fellow, jumpod 
out of bed and seized him. . A violent strog- 
gle then took place, the noise of which alarmed 
the house, The housemaid .was the ‘firet to 
come down with a light, and after her Arch. 
deacon Trollope, who was staying on. a visit 
with the Rev. Mr. Thornton, and the gar. 
dener and ‘coachman, and by their united 
effects’ thé prisoner’ was bound hand. and 
foot with a rope and,kept in that oon. 
dition until, tho, police wera sent for, 
Upon.the constable telling bim that he alould 
charge-bim with burglary, he replied, “Yea; I 
broke into the house, and ag soon ag I geb out 
of thi I will break into somé one elae's house.” 
—The prisoner said in bia defence that ‘ho 
thotght it was.an empty hovse, and he had 
uicrely gone in to get a httle rest, as ha was 
tired —The jury found bim Guilty.—Evidenee 
was given that the prisoner had buen convicted 
on several other occasions of felony in different 
porta of the country.—Mr, Justice Brett son. 
tonced him toseven years’ penal servitude, and 
three years’ auporvision of the police—As the 
prisoner was leaving the dock, be turned round, 
und addreasing the learned judge in an, ims 
pudent tone, said, “IT hopa you will give mea 
chance. I will toes you whethor it slall be 
fuurteon'yeara or nothing.”’ Tho observation 
caused a roar of laughter in the court, in which 
Mr, Justice Brett could mot refrain from join- 
ing—News of the World.
